New Yorg, Jan. 21.—[Special. ]J—As soon as
the existence of the flrein the adjoining
building became known in Tiffany’s to-Clay,
the 250 men employed in the big store were
at once ordered to their posts for flve drill.

There was no confusion followine the sig-
nnl of fire. Every man was in his place
rendy for the first order. The hose, which is
coiled up for instant oee, wasunrolled, and
in lesg ’t’hn half a minute after the order
everything wns in  veadiness to flood
every floor if necessary. The extra de-
teotives now arrived and the gnards at the
doors were increased. Then came the work
of patting in the safes, diamonds, jewels and
go;:i watebes on the ground floor. The sales
are burglar-proof, nre under the showeases
where the valuables are kept, and every
night the operation of removing the wvaln-
ables to the anfes is gope through with.

“Ready at the cases,” called the manager
and every clerk nnlocked his partienlar show
case, while the heads of departments and
the detectives patrolied the floor to see that
everything was done In order. With wonder-
ful gnickness the olerks, following the arder
of thelr chlef, stowed away the priceless
jeweals in the safes, turned the locks and
were ready to take their part in fighting the
fire if necessary, nll danger from robhery
heing over.
